Homeawners clallengé mortgage lenders

Thomas W. Jones of Midland, Texas, was 
browsing through a financial magazine when he 
was stopped short by a story that bank errors 
could be costing Americans billions of dollars a 
year in mortgage overcharges. Then he 
wondered about his own mortgage account. Was 
he a possible victim? 7 

То find out, he hired a professional mortgage 
auditor to.verify his balances and analyze the 
lender’ s past rate changes and escrow balances. 


The result: an overcharge was found and Jones - 


was promptly paid a refund of several hundred 
dollars by his mortgage lender, 

This scene is repeated daily across tlie country 
as consumers become more aware of an 
alarmingly high rate of errors which occur in 
«mortgage servicing. Reports issued recently by 
the Federal Government's General Accounting 
Office (GAO) and 14 State Attorneys General 
document that up to 70 percent of all mortgages 
with escrow accóunts have overcharges and the 
20 to 35 percent of adjustable rate mortgeges 
(ARMs) have been calculated incorrectly. 

Several class action suits have caused major 
mortgage lenders to agree to refund hundreds of 
millions of dollars to many thousands of 
borrowers. Individual cases have been settled 
with refunds as high as $30,000. 

"People balance their checkbook every month 
but rarely question their bank about the single 
largest financial commitment of their lifetime — 
their mortgage," says Richard J. Roll, President 
of Mortgage Monitor, Inc., of Norwalk, 
Connecticut, which represented Mr. Jones. 

"More than 50 percent of the residential 
mortgages we analyze contain inaccuracies, 
either in interest rate adjustme: escrow

withholdings; private mortgage insurance e 
some other area. An error of just $50 a month 
could cost tens of thousands over the course of a 
loan. Now every mortgage borrower can take- 
action to protect themselves against those 
overpayments," advises Roll. Federal law 
requires mortgage lenders to make prompt 
restitution for verified 

Mr. Jones used a professional audit service to 
analyze his mortgage, because, "I did not know 
how to take on a large mortgage company. They 


. did it all for me. As I see it, the refund I received 


is money I would not have had otherwise.” 

As explained by Mr. Roll, "The complex 
formulas that establish monthly payments on 
ARMs and escrow accounts create numerous 
possibilities for errors. Complicating the 
situation is the large number of mortgages that 
are transferred form one lender to another either 
through the sale of mortgages or bank failure. 
Most consumers do not have the legal knowledge 
or technical expertise to effectively demonstrate 
any error to their bank." 

A professional mortgage analysis can consist of 
an 8-10 page report indicating the overall 
accuracy of the lender's servicing of the account. 
Included are clear instructions on how to obtain 
any refund which may be due you. The costs 
range from under $100 to several hundred 
dollars depending on the complexity of the 
mortgage.
